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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gilbert, 3806126. 

Gilbert discloses the claimed invention. With regard to the newly claimed 
limitations directed to the intended use of the ring, Gilbert clearly is capable of 
performing the intended use of threading the ring onto or off of a body part, i.e., the 
head, leg, or arm of a person big enough or small enough to fit the inner diameter of 
Gilbert's ring. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/15/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that Gilbert's ring is not for a ring for a body part for 
human adornment. The examiner agrees with the statement, but believes Gilbert still 
reads on the claims. For intended use limitations, all that is required is that the 
reference be capable of performing the intended use limitations. Gilbert clearly is 
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capable of performing the intended use threading the ring onto or off of a body part, i.e., 
the head, leg, or arm of a person big enough or small enough to fit the inner diameter of 
Gilbert's ring.
